Cheaper grades, howovor, havo not
been so low in prico in twenty years as at
present.

Timo-honore- d paint is still tho prevailing
device for interiors of publio buildings, as
witness tho Federal Building, tho Court-
houses, the Grand Central Dopot and tho
City Hall. Tho Washington Building, at No.
1 Broadu ay , is a notablo exception. It is fin-
ished in enrtridgo paper, the rival of tho
granites in popular favor. Two shades, terra-
cotta and bluo, prevail on tho Washington's
walls.

Tho Union Leaguo is perhaps tho most
handsomely, most tastefully and most elab-
orately decorated of any of tho city clubs.
Hardly two rooms aro alike, and it would

Its walls show a variety of styles,
from a rough-coate- d plaster painting, or
" scrach work," as it is tcrmod, through
all varieties of paper. Tho Mor-
ton Houso tap is finished magnifi-icentl- y

in papier-mach- e and the Honman
House in lincrusta Walton in every conceiv-
able design. There aro tho Mosaic, Moorish,
Oriental, Japanese, llenaissanco, antique, or-
nate, and other styles in the various rooms.
For a thing pleasing and inexpensive tho
decorations recently completed in tho restau-
rant connected with the Lorcna are to bo
commended. Tho sido walls, friozo and ceil-
ing aro in olivo and shades with gold nnd
metal effects. Tho cornico is tinted in har-
mony, tho covo being maroon in color and
the mouldings in olivo.

The decorator in theso modern days learns
the amount of money his customer desires to
oxpend, makes tho selections in accordance
with tho stylo and colors of tho furniture;
the paper is hung by his operators, and when
all is dono, if tho decorator knows his pro-
fession, for it is a profession, tho customer is
delightod without naving worried away any
of his good nature in tho selection of tho
goods. That 1b to say, this is the case if ono
can afford it. But probably among thoso who
do not care to pay a decorator $50 for his two
hours' work, papor-hangin- g will go on in the
old sweet wny. Tho mistress of tho house-
hold will select tho paper, and put it on tho
walls in seamB and creases, to be tho subject
of tho jests of the Lord of tho Manor forovor

It will lie mado of thin copper
plates, iunloslng an iron framework just llko
tho big statuo on Bodloo's Island. It will bo
painted whito, howovcr, in imitation of
marble, in order to mako it match tho trim-miug-

of tho City Hall. Tho statuo is only
an architectural figure and is not intended to
bear closo inspection ns a work of art, At tho
height at whioh it will stand it will bo ncoos.
nary for tho lines to bo bold and rugged in
order that they may bo brought out Btrongly,
but at tho sum o timo tho outlines will bo io

in dotail.
It wns decided to mako tho figuro of metal,

becauso it would bo so much llghtor. This
is nu important consideration when it is re-
membered that the dome of the City Hall is
hardly ablo to support a very heavy weight
upon Its Kiunmit. Since tho old statuo was
removed, howovor, a great deal of repairing
has boon dono about tho dome, and it has
been braced aud strengthened in variouB
ways. Ono improvement will bo tho ro.
bronzing of the clock, which will put it quito
in a now dress. In addition to this it w as
found that largo scales of tho brown-ston- e

on tho rear w all had begun to fall off, ron.
doring it dangerous for pedestrians in tho
park bolow, as somo of tho scales woro a foot
or two in dinuiotor and half an inch thick.
Theso havo all been removed and tho ontiro
tower and domo of tho City Hall has been
put in first-cla- ss condition. Tho cost of tho
now Ktnttfo for tho figuro-hca- d will bo ubout
